) ouse. 
For hours policemen 
of 
Baltimore

with 
shotguns, lal I 
Jefe to the house, but so far all et- 
forts to take him have proved futile. 
Tile shooting of Dr. Hoi king follow 
ed a wild sceue on the usually tran­ 
quil Rosebank avenue. 
Within a few 
minutes other residents of the neigh 
borhood had barricaded their doors 
and windows. 
According to Miss Oanti, her brother 
had been suffering from a nervous 
ailment for four years. 
Four years 
ago he was stricken with typhoid fever 
and after he recovered from the dis­ 
ease his mental condition became such 
that be was brought back to Baltimore 
• Store then he has done very little 
work and has been under constant 
care of physicians. 
At first Gantz appeared to listen to 
the physician and Captain Dodge and 
•tarted into his home. 
As he stepped 
through the door he picked up a milk 
bottle, which he hurled at the head 
of Dr. Hocking. 
Then he rushed up­ 
stairs and returned in a few moments 
with a revolver in his hand. 
Pointing the pistol at Dr. Hocking, 
he opened fire and three bullets struck 
the physician. 
He then fired at Cap­ 
tain Dodge. 
The Baltimore county police were 
notified and Sergeant Ritter and Pa­ 
trolmen Bell and Numbers hastened to 
the scene.

follow *•: 
The new method permits the sing*on 
to see the field of the o|ternflon with 
one eye. under ordinary conditions, 
while Hie other eye sees the same 
field under lhuuitgen ray Illumination. 
This method of double vision is made 
possible by the sn called “Grashey 
monocle.” constructed by Dr. Grashey. 
The Roentgen machine itself is situat­ 
ed below the floor, in a room under the 
operating room, if necessary, in a • el- 
lar. and it Is connected by means of 
a speaking tulle with the operating 
room. 
Tim surgeon I* enabled to see 
on the picture In the Roentgen ma­ 
chine how far his probe ta removed 
from the object. 
Professor F.i***U>erg said there aero 
undoubtedly many cases In which for­ 
eign bodies could be removed Without 
the new- apparatus, lint the new meth­ 
od enable,! the surgeon continually to 
keep the body sought In the field of 
vision while conducting the operation 
himself. 
Tin* result was less manip­ 
ulation of the probe and the finding 
of foreign in d ies which formerly could 
not I** located. 
Dr. Hnlxkntcht, in shaking of hi* 
met hod. said: 


Difficulties Overcome. 
Til** removal of foreign bodle*, even 
with tlie aid of X rays, often has met 
with great difficulties.

Rontgen picture, Im* difficulty in find­ 
ing it In tho actual operation, To ex­ 
amine this problem the courtt of an or 
dinar.v operation of this kind was fol­ 
lowed by means of a small ciirrsto- 
scofi* without disturbing the operation 
iii itself. 
It wa* of the greatest interest to see 
the number of movement* of instru­ 
ment* aud the destruction of thanes 
necessary iii tim course of the usual 
operation fief ore the foreign body could 
l*c■definitely Jolted.

prosperity for tile proprietor. 
In car­ 
rying out this purpose an elaborate 
symbolism is used. 
Tile stork (in Japan) is supposed to 
live I,(XXI years, the turtle 10,000years. 
Heme they both express a wish for 
long life. 
The pine tree is always 
green, therefore it is a symbol of eter­ 
nal good fortune. The fan is the sym­ 
bol of increasing good fortune—as time 
passes good fortune increases as a fan 
opens out. The plum tree blossoms in 
winter aud is extremely fragrant. 
It 
has a very prominent place in Japa­ 
nese life. 
There are seven gods of 
good fortune. 
These are always used 
in New Year greeting cards. 
These 
seven gods correspond to Rilllken in 
this country, and recently BilliUen him­ 
self has been popular in Japan. 
The prints have two purposes. They 
convey good wishes to the patron Rnd 
they advertise tile merchant. 
One especially artistic print given 
out by a dealer in household utensils 
contains a picture of a mounted war­ 
rior trying to cross a turbulent river. 
The significance is that if you strive 
and persist in life you will in tho end 
achieve fame. 
The characters in the 
tmliel are an ode to tills effect. 
A Hobe liquor dealer gave out a pie­ 
r r e showing Kblsu, god of wealth, in 
a very happy mood.
